4 MEN ACCUSED 


of John Panipinto Are 
Issued at Alton With the 
Fourth Arrest Here. 
Warrants charging murder have 
been issued at Alton against four 
men alleged to have been involved 
in the bombing of a house in Wood 
River early Sunday when John 
Panipinto was killed, it was 
learned today with the arrest of 
the fourth man. 

Those named in the warrants are 
Walter Curria, who was taken into 
custody by St. Louis police at 1434 
North Eleventh street, early today; 
Joseph Vitale, 3443 South Compton 
avenue; Baldorosso Lucido and 
William Barber. The latter three 
were arrested in East St. Louis an 
hour after the explosion, in an au- 
tomobile which is being held by 
the authorities.

Preventing Collapse of Pound,

Unemployment benefit is not a 
living wage. It was never meant 
to be that. But I, like everyone of 
my colicagues, have been willing 
rather to stretch than to curtail 
those benefits. The proposal now 
is that as a part of this urgently 
required national saving these bene- 
fits should be reduced by 10 per 
cent, but that children’s allowances 
should not be toyched at all. That 
looks pretty big. 

But will those who are listening 
to me remember this: That during 
the last two years the cost of liv- 
ing has reduced by 11146 per cent, 
so that if the unempioyment bene- 
fits had been subject to this cor- 
sideration—a consideration to which 
hundreds of thousands of workers 
are subjected—a consideration 
which not a few trade unions have 
deliberately arranged in’ the inter- 
ests of their own people—had that 
been so, the unemployment benefit, 
automatically and without changing 
a hair’s bradtWof its value in main- 
taining the standards of life, could 
already have been reduced, without 
even a clamor or a fight, by 1134- 
per cent. The proposal to reduc2 
these benefits, therefore, leaves the 
recipients one and one-half per cent 
better off than they were in 192). }

nation-wide campaign for canning surplus fruits and 
vegetables has been launched by the President’s 
Emergency Committee for Employment. It is 
making rapid headway. Many families which need- 
ed outside assistance last winter will go far this 
year toward helping themselves by putting away part 
of their gardens’ products against the season of need. 
In other instances, charitable organizations dre pre- 
paring canned goods for distribution. 

The movement has gained influential and energetic 
supporters. These include the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the national organizations of 
county home demonstration agents, farm demonstra- 
tion agents and teachers of home econumics. The 
Red Cross is distributing cans and jars to sections 
where crops are good, but where the winter may 
bring need. Welcome Inn in St. Louis has joined 
the movement, but a wider effort is required than 
that organization's facilities make possible. 

What the occasion demands is“a community can- 
nery in St. Louis. The neighboring countryside is 
filled with nourishing but perishable food, which is 
being sold dirt-cheap, given away or allowed to rot. 
An organized effort to preserve part of this surplus 
would lighten the city’s relief burden for the coming 
winter. Such a cannery, operated perhaps by. the Citi- 
zens Relief Committee, could obtain its raw materials 
very cheaply or by donation. Its chief expense would 
be for labor, and for this it could easily recruit enough 
unemployed men and women to whom the work 
would be a godsend. Those with families would be 
glad to take part of their pay in canned goods, 
further decreasing the expense. Every can and jar 
now placed on the shelves will lessen next winter’s 
relief demands just that much. While the summer 
is far advanced, enough time ‘remains to preserve 
several thousand gallons of good food if the project 
is launched immediately. East St. Louis has just be- 
gun such a program, with 60 volunteers at work 
using donated apparatus to can 6000 pounds of 
peaches, contributed on its first day. 

The output of a community cannery would not, of 
course, compete with any commercial concern. Its 
products would go only to those in actual need, who 
could not buy them at the stores. These canned 
goods, distributed under supervision after winter be- 
gins, will fill empty stomachs at a cost lower than 
provisions purchased at that time, and will give a 
welcome variety to menus that otherwise would cen- 
ter monotonously around cornmeal and beans. It 
would be thriftless and short-sighted indeed if St. 
Louis permits waste of fresh fruits and vegetables 
to continue, with a winter of widespread destitution 
facing the city. A community cannery would effect 
real economy in relief expenditures and provide a 
supply of wholesome food. Laying up stores in time 
of plenty for the imminent day of want is as sound 
a policy today as it was when Joseph husbanded the 
grain of Egypt.

._ France cannot forget that she has 
twice been invaded by Germany within 
a half century, her land and cities devas- 
tated, millions of her people killed and 
disabled and enormous debts piled upon 
her. When Germany won in the war of 
1870-71, she made France pay her en- 
tire war expenses, give her two French 
provinces and kept. her armies in France 
until she was paid in full. 

In 1914, Germany announced that 
“treaties arc merely scraps of paper,’”’ in- 
vaded Belgium and France without warn- 
ing and repeated the horrors of her pre- 
vious invasion manifold. Defeated, she 
begged for an armistiee to save her land 
from certain invasion, signed a treaty 
which she has repudiated, made new 
agreements which, she has not kept and 
borrowed money without adequate se- 
curity from her former .enemies, after 
issuing and repudiating trillions of pa- 
per money marks given in payment. of. 
her indebtedness. Yet-*France is eon- 
demned for still distrusting her. 

When England and America declined 
to promise France assistance in case of 
a new invasion, she said: “Then I must 
protect myself. Safety first.” She is

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TUSCANY PARK’S BOMBINGS. 

The bombing of two new houses in Tuscany Park 
Monday night is the latest of a series of similar out- 
rages in St. Louis and St. Louis County. In nearly 
every case, the bomb is placed in an unoccupied 
house whose construction has just been completed or 
is nearly completed. The Tuscany Park houses were 
both built with open shop labor, union men working 
alongside 1.0n-union men. In other bombings, open 
shop or non-union labor was employed. In no case, 
to our knowledge, has a bombing occurred in houses 
built entirely by union labor. It is, therefore, an 
almost inescapable conclusion that some element in 
the building trades union has adopted a policy of ter- 
rorism toward home builders, even though union 
members frequently accept employment on houses 
which are later bombed. 

Police and prosecuting authorities admittedly work 
under handicaps in solving bombings. Considerable 
finesse is used in planting the charge, and rarely 
can a witness be found. Still, since no one has yet 
been killed and losses are usually covered by insur- 
ance, there is a lack of vigorous inquiry that might 
otherwise be pursued. By reason of these and other 
circumstances, the building bomber is a favored 
criminal. He goes from one job to another with his 
infernal machines, emboldened in the belief that 
he can beat the law. It is only a question of time, 
unless something is done about it, that a reign ‘of 
terror will have been set up and the bombers will 
have the community in their grip. 

Local authorities should begin immediately to wage 
relentless war on bombers. Other crimes, present- 
ing equal difficulties, have been solved, and so can 
bombings, if intelligence and pertinacity are used to 
investigate and anticipate them. Arrest and convic- 
tion of one bomber would undoubtedly have a mag- 
ical effect in curing the condition. Who bombed the 
houses in Tuscany Park?

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CRIME AND THE FOREIGN-BORN. 

Alien baiters, both in and out of the Ku Klux Klan, 
have been raising a furor for many years over the 
great contribution of the foreign-born to crime. The 
argument was heard repeatedly in congressional de- 
bates over restriction of immigration. It has been 
one of Secretary Doak’s reasons, along with unem- 
ployment, in his drastic drive for deportation | of 
aliens. Now, however, the theory falls flat. Inten- 
sive investigation by the Wickersham Commission 
discloses that, at least by the standard of crime sta- 
tistics, the foreign-born resident is a better citizen 
than the native-born. In all divisions of crime— 
murder, robbery, boétlegging, larceny, counterfeit- 
ing and all the rest—the rate for native Americans 
is higher than that for immigrants. The report in 
this terse sentence bids the country cease its self- 
deception and seek another explanation for its crime 
wave: “Charging our high crime rate against the 
foreign-born is merely evading one of the real dif- 
ficulties of life instead of trying to solve it.” 

Lawlessness, then, is no foreign importation; it is 
a purely domestic product. The immigrant as a 
rule comes to this country to better his condition. 
He is content to work hard and obey the laws. If, 
with the handicap of learning a new language and 
different customs, he does not fall -into the path 
of least resistance, it is infinitely to his credit. It 
is a cOmmonplace that some of our most earnest 
patriots are to be found among newly naturalized 
citizens.

Suggests Use of Wheat as a Porridge. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


O NE of the impending dangers dur- 


ing the prospective lean winter just 
before us is the undernourishment of 
children, who are always the first to suf- 
fer from poverty and on whom the effects 
are lifelong. Children are too often fed 
on poorly prepared or on only slighty 
nutritious foods, even in good times. 

I want to suggest that a palatable, 
nutritious, cheap and satisfying food 
suitable for any time of the day may be 
prepared from coarsely ground wheat, 
cooked in a double boiler seasoned with 
salt or sugar and served with or without 
milk, if the latter be unobtainable. With 
wheat almost dirt-cheap, any family can 
lay in a bushel. A small hand mill for 
grinding sould cost but little. Only a 
week's supply should be ground, as the 

t meal does not keep much longer. Tne

This is all dead against oar policy of bigger farms 
and factories.

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SAVING 

Owing to a second even worse year of drouth 
in the wildfowl breeding grounds of the North, the 
Canadian and United States Governments have un- 
dertaken to conserve ducks and geese by shortening 
the shooting season. 

President Hoover signed yesterday a proclamation 
which reduces the open season in the United States 
to 30 days, and the Canadian Government will do the |. 
same. Already decimated by the drouth of last 
year, the birds were ill prepared for even worse con- 
ditions in 1931. The result is the extraordinary 
action in which the two governments are joining. 

Missouri and Illinois get the month of October. 
Unfortunately, this is too early except under unusual 
conditions for very much duck shooting at this lati- 
tude. The season given the Southern zone—that is, 
from Nov; 16 to Dec..15—would have been much 
better here. It was a mistake to leave these. central 
states in the northern zone, and there is still time to 
correct it. 

Under the circumstances, sportsmen every where 
will be disposed to accept whatever strictures are 
necessary. Theirs is a great sport, and it is one 
which cannot be perpetuated except under close reg- 
ulation.

tives and 96 Senators, is a body large enough 
to share the psychological traits that char- 
acterize crowds. As part of the larger unit, 
and partaking of its personality, a member 
may often take a stand and vote for legis- 
lation of which as a private citizen he would 
doubtless disapprove. All parliamentary 
bodies at times act under herd psychology. 
The American Congress is by no means 
unique in this respect. 

Fear is one of the most powerful of the 
primitive instincts. An organized minority 
has developed an issue. It wants to have 
enacted into law a bill granting it special 
favors or one that will: commit the Gov- 
ernment to a policy which is against the 
interests of the whole people. The spokes- 
men for the organized minority, or its pro- 
fessional lobbyists, issue their ultimatum to 
members of Congress: “If you do not vote 
for our bill, we will see that you are not re- 
turned to Congress at the next election.” 

AS a private citizen, a Congressman 
might laugh at such threats, but a legisla- 
tor is part of the larger group. Since he 
wishes to retain his seat, fear often drives 
him to vote for a bill which his better judg- 
ment would condemn. 
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Herd psychology often lacks the larger 
vision. The possibility of a tax increase, 
or the impairment of the public interest, 
may weigh less in the scale than the fear 
of retaliation by ‘ihe organized minority. 
The power which organized minorities wield 
in politics need not be minimized, yet. the 
fear is often exaggerated. 

For many years, the Anti-Saloon League 
held Congress under its thumb. Fear was 
the great instrument which it employed to 
maintain its control, and the herd psychol- 
ogy played admirably into its hand. Under 
resourceful and aggressive leaders, an. or- 
ganized minority sought to impose its will 
on Congress, and it succeeded in accom- 
plishing its purpose. 

Opposed though they were in their per- 
sonal convictions to much .of the program 
of the Anti-Saioon League, many members 
of Congress sacrificed their convictions to 
political expediency and obeyed the league's 
behest. It was the herd instinct that ex- 
plained the situation. f. 

Other examples may be cited. The farm 
group, another organized minority, imposed 


.its will on Congress, using the lash of po- 


litical coercion. The farmers, it is true, 
represent a substantial part of the Ameri- 
can electorate. Political pressure exerted 
by the agrarian groups nevertheless ex- 


plains many of the votes cast in recent 


years for farm relief legislation. 

One of the results of that pressure was 
the establishment of the Farm Board. In 
my opinion this bill is wrong in principle 
and dangerous in. policy.

This is a period of organized minorities. 
They have obtained so large a measure of 
success because Congress has a crowd psy- 
chology, and because fear enters so heavily 
into that psychology. Every group wants 
to have its share of subsidies and special 
favors. A group has its eye on special 
privilege, so it launches a drive through 
lobbying and political coercion. Playing on 
the fear motif of the crowd, it sets out to 
gain the necessary votes in Congress. 

The drive for more Federal bureaus pro- 
ceeds along a  paraliel route. Certain 
groups want new departments of govern- 
ment and press for still further invasions 
by the Federal Government of the rights 
and functions of the states. The prohibition 
amendment was followed by the creation of 
the Prohibition Bureau and an endlessly in- 
creasing army of agents, 
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How rapidly the Federal bureaucracy has 
extended itself in recent years is a matter 
of common knowledge. Everywhere it is 
the same story of new bUreaus, new de- 
partments, new regiments of inspectors and 
officials, all swelling: the public payroll. 

Once a new bureau ‘is created, it its all 
but impossible to abolish it. In voting for 
a bill to set up a new commission or bu- 
reau, there is no thought of inserting in 
the bill a provision that the life of the 
new agency shall not extend beyond a cer- 
tain period. Conditions may ehange, and 
a decade hence the work for which the 
commission was created may have been 
done, and there may be really nothing else 
for it to accomplish—except to recelve its 
share of money from the Treasury. 

These are some of the considerations 
which it is well to bear ih mind when the 
work of Congress is analyzed. The 
power _of organized minori- 
ties, the common resort to methods of po- 
litical coercion and the vast expenditure 
of money by lobbies, have wrought some 
far-reaching changes in the operations of 
the American Government. 

What is the remedy? To prescribe one 
is not easy, but certain observations may 
be in order. The worst vice of Ametican 
politics is cowardice, it has been said. 
Courage, therefore, is needed more than 
ever before. Unnecessary fear, after all, 
is a criticism that can often be directed 
against Congress. A courageous stand, 
honestly taken on a broad question of prin- 
ciple, will seldom retire a man to private 
life merely because, in taking that stand, 
he has offended an organized group. Let 
the question be one of principle and, if 
canviction is honest, the individual can 
stand up against the crowd psychology. 

Congress will always retain certain char- 
acteristics of crowd psychology, but if we 
can*banish unnecessary fear, curb political 
coercion, set lobbyists in their proper place, 
elingnate meddling ecclesiastical politi- 
cians, Congress may hereafter be able to 
avoid some of the criticisms that have been 
directed against it in recent years, 

If the present tendency continues, Con- 
gress will be a mere mechanism to record 
the wishes of the most noisy and the most 
coercive minorities, and not a deliberative 
body legislating for the public weal.

If the soap does not centain 
an excess of alkalis, then the free 
use of soap and water is little likely. 
te harm fhe average skin. 

On the other hand, if the soap is 
irritating and the skin dry and 
tender, then its use may bring un- 
destrable effects. 

For appearance and Kealth, it is 
essential that the skin be soft and 
pliable. 

Nature has arranged to ‘keep it 
so by having studded the skin with 
oil glands which secrete a fatty sub- 
stance. In the average skin the ac- 
tivity of these glands is such that 
enough oil is excreted to keep the 
skin soft. 

On the other hand, either because 
of constitutional peculiarity or be- 
cause of some. disturbance in the 
functions of the body, the oil glands 
of the skin may either fail to 
secrete an adequate amount of their 
substance or else may become over- 
active and secrete excessive. quadu- 
tities of oil. 

In the case of inactive oi! glands, 
the use of soap and water should 
be limited, and after washing it 
might be desirable to rub a small 
quantity of sweet almond oil inte 
the hands and face and other ex- 
posed parts of the skin. 

On the other hand, where the 
skin is overactive, the liberal use 
of soap and water is indicated. An 
excessively oily skin is likely to be 

subject to pimples and blacgheads, 

Mind scrupulous cleanliness is easen- 
tial. 
Under all circumstances it should 
be remembered that the primary 
purpose of soap is to help in 
cleansing. To this end, the mildest 
soap serves best. 

Those who for esthetic reasons 
prefer to do their face cleansing 
with creams may indulge their 
fancy freely, but not in fear of soap 
and water.
